Report presented on public transportation system

The Coffee County 
Commission heard a report from 
its recently appointed public 
transportation committee 
Monday, March 14, during the 
regular bimonthly meeting. 

The committee, appointed by 
commission chairman Doug 
Dalrymple, consists of commis- 
sioners Robert Stephens, 
Bernest Brooks and J.L. Weeks. 
The men were asked to look into 
the possibility of implementing 
a rural transportation system for 
Coffee County by researching 
other systems already in place. 

On Monday, Commissioner 
Stephens said the committee 
tried to answer three questions 
during the research process. Is a 
public transportation system 
needed in Coffee County? Is it 
feasible? Can the county handle 
the probable costs that will 
come with implementation? 

He said they looked at 
Covington. County’s system. 
Consideting how that system is 
operated, he said the committee 
did see a need for a public trans- 
portation. system in. Coffee 
County. Stephens also said there 
are a good many agencies with- 
in the county that need the sys- 
tem, therefore, the committee 
also decided it would be feasi- 
ble. 

However, he indicated that 
uncertainty remained in regards 
to handling the costs of a trans- 
portation system: He said the 
transportation depactment..will 
have funds in its budget next 
year to allow the purchase of 
buses, but there will be other 
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costs that simply can not be esti- 
mated, 

“There is no way in the world 
we can make a budget because 
we don't know how many cus- 
tomers,” Stephens said. 

He also spoke of grants being 
cut next year from the Southeast 
Regional Planning Commission 
which puts a big question mark 
on funding various projects. 

“I feel we can operate a fair 
transportation system here if we 
hire technical people who 
understand _ transportation,” 
Commissioner Brooks said. 

Speaking as a commissioner 
rather than a member of the 
transportation committee, 
Stephens said he felt like: the 
commission should. leave the 
issue of the public transporta- 
tion system tabled at this time to 
allow more time for commis- 
sioners to gain more knowledge 
regarding costs, funding, ete. 
The issue was tabled during a 

previous commission meeting. 

Brooks, on the other hand, 
insisted now is the time to act. 
He said there are funding dead- 
lines, and if the county misses 
those deadlines, it will have to 
wait until the next funding 
cycle. 

He: offered a motion to 
remove the issue from the table 
and vote at Monday’s meeting. 
His motion died for lack of a 
second, 

“I feel pretty bad we can't 
come to any agreément on a 
rural transportation system,” he 
said laterdn the meeting, “If you 
don’t want 4 rural transportation 
system, say you don’t want it,” 

Stephens said he is 100  per- 


cent for a transportation system, 
but he, personally, felt like the 
commission should know what 
it is doing before acting. 

“I needed more knowledge,” 
he said, “I don't want to start 
something and later have to stop 
or cancel it.” : 

In other business, commis- 
sioners: 

* Approved a bid for roof 
repair at the Elba Adult ” 
DayCare. Also approved a 20- ” 
year additional warranty on this 
project. Before the meeting 
adjourned, Commissioner 
Stephens asked the building 
committee to look at the possi- 
bility of a pitched rdof rather 
than a flat roof.

Plus any action they 
might take in these illegal meetings can be declared null and void. 
The new law will become effective on October Ist. This is 
designed to-give the various governing bodies of the state time to 
educate their members on the. first changes in this law in almost 
100 years. Needless to say'we have rooted for this new law for the 
past several years. Oh yes, both Representative Terry Spicer and 
Senator Jimmy Holley were co-sponsors of the bill.

Fish were also examined for 
body appearance, lipid content, 
age and weight.
